“ Zeppelins passed over the Wash.” The 
message was repeated by alf the English 
wireless stations till there was wild con:

At 12.10 we were over the Thames to 
the wes, of London, and our water 
ballast was dropped ‘in order to bring tie 
ship as high as possible, Then the order 
followed; 0 Full speed ahead!) Bud 
denly a number of. searchlights began vw 
work ahead of us, and at last so many 
of them glancing and cutting across the 
heavens that it was impossible to count 
them. Their beams were directed to Lal, 
under,-Captain Mathy, who was on his 
fifth voyage over London.
